I had the same experience on 10 last night. I heard several © land 
stations on 28.350 (10-10 frequency) and a few 5s elsewhere (I am in 
Northern Virginia). 

None were calling CQ. I tried several CQs between 28.3 and 28.5 with no 
results. I went up to 28.885 and called also, but nothing was heard up 
there. 

I don't know how we do this, but I also vote to move the 10 meter QRP 
frequency to the 28.3 -.5 range. If there is any hope of activity on 10, 
it will be in that range (other than the repeater area at 29.6). 

Is this a job for QRP ARCI? Or is this one of those things that happens 
by acclamation? With openings so spotty and so much space available on 
10, we need someplace to tune to where we have a chance of finding each 
other. 

How about 28.385? I don't know if someone else has dibs on this 
frequency, or if there is another reason it should not be used. It is 
about the middle of the 28.3 - .5 segment and preserves the "85" ending 
for those of us with bad memories (headwise, not radiowise). 


Talk among yourselves. I'll be off the net for 2 weeks, so I'll catch 
this discussion in the archives.

Gang: 


Since I can safely assume xmany* of you have computers at home, you may be 
interested in a quickie review of the JPS ANC-4 Noise Canceller. 


Quoting from JPS: "The ANC-4 is an RF device designed to provide cancellation of 
locally-generated noise from the signals provided by the primary antenna....To 
cancel locally generated interference, the interference signal must be detected 
and 

its phase and magnitude adjusted so that it matches the offending interference, 
but 

is 180 degrees out of phase, effectively cancelling the interference." 


Does it work? You bet! My computer, a 486DX66, has two parallel ports and 4 
serial 

ports running next to my radios/antenna switches. If I find rf noise ona 
frequency I am trying to use, I can reduce the computer noise by several S units 
(JPS says 30-40db). The unit just has two knobs for Phase and Gain, plus two 
range 

buttons. A small local antenna (I use a 4ft wire) picks up the local noise, and 
all 

that is necessary is adjustment of gain to match the signal levels from your main 
antenna, then adjust the phase to null. 


The unit is 1.7H X 6W X 4.3D, requires 12V @ 150ma and weighs 2lbs. Since it is in 
series with your main antenna, it is designed to handle up to 150 Watts PEP of 
xmit 

power--no problem for us, huh? Cost is $175 list, I got mine at HRO for $169.95. 


It tunes 100khz to 80mhz and has about a .5 second hang time to switch from mute 
to 

receive after xmitting--a problem for many of you!! The other negative, though not 
nearly so significant, is that it has an insertion loss on receive of up to 6db. 
Not a problem on the lower bands, but 30M and above, you may hit your receiver's 
noise floor. 


After using it for a week now, I can report that it does exactly what it says it 
will, with little fussing. I have underground AC here, but am told that by 
placing 

a short noise diople near your powerlines, this noise can be nulled also...your 
mileage may vary and the usual disclaimers apply.

A couple of weeks ago I posted a request for info on logging on here in 
France. Well, now I can tell you guys how to do it (incidentally, this is 
written from Province, which can be found on any map of heaven). You need a 
transformer/adapter which you can buy in a computer store (I found one in Aix 
en Pvc) . Ask for an adaptor for Fax au voltage Etas-Unis--cost was about 
150 Franks of unknown used origins--Then you need a cord to adapt the French 
telephone plug to the modular one. I speak passable French, and still don't 
know what to call the damn thing, except you'll know it when you see it, 
after you examine the wall socket in your hotel room. Appliance stores all 
have them on the rack because the faxes here are often plugged for modular. 

Some hotels have the adaptor already there because some room phones require 
the US style modular plug. You will find no voltage problems with the phone 
line, but obviously don't use a non-transformed plug adaptor to connect up 
power (220v) to your computer.

Why get fancy? All you need is a voltage source capable of delivering 
about 1/10 the battery's amp-hour rate and a resistor. Gel-cells, if 
those are what you have, are lead-acid devices and charge best from a 
constant voltage supply at a rate about 0.1C. If you had a 2 amp-hour 
battery, you'd charge it at starting rate of 1/10 this or 200mA. The 
charging current decreases as the battery tops off and eventually 
(after about 10 hours in theory, 12 hours in practice) you'd be ona 
float charge. 


Unless you get deep cycle lead-acids, don't let them discharge too far 
down. Letting them go flat shortens their life substantially. 


Ni-Cads are rather different. Which do you have?

>From my limited experience, I 
thought VXOs moved about 7 or so KHz at 7 megs. PLUS it appears the xtal is a 


FT-243 which I've always read had even less swing.... 


One of the newer neat things written on VXO's is some of the work by the 
europeans to get more swing [schwing?] out of a VXO by using many small 
inductances in a Colpitts like circuit. That is how the crystal can be bent 
so far in the QST article. 


I've obtained results of 17 kHz of swing at 5.068 MHz, which doubled to 35 
kHz of swing at 10 MHz. I find the small crystals in HC-49 cases bend easier 


than the big HC-6 types, and have not played with FT-243's at all. The 50 
kHz at 7MHz does seem exceptional, but not all crystals are the same. 


It can be done--give it a try!
